In January this year export growth 
declined sharply and current signs 
point to a slow down in general 
manufacturing growth in the U.K. 
Andrew Cates, U.K. economist at 
UBS, said manufacturing industry 
was facing “near recessionary con- 
ditions”. 

So far it is only a question of a slow 
down of orders from abroad - but 
over the next few months a series of 
further problems is likely to arise 
such as the failure to pay for goods 
delivered, cancellation of orders al- 
ready placed, etc. 

Over the past few years both La- 
bour and Conservative governments 
have welcomed what they call “‘in- 
vestment from the far east” - in real- 
ity the buying up of British firms or 





setting up assembly plants for Japa- 
nese components. If the Asian 
economies continue to be in reces- 
sion then such investment is likely 
to stop and the financial weakness 
of the main company may well lead 
to closures in the U.K. 

Finally, over the past 20 years there 
has been a continuous advertising 
and editorial drive in the financial 
sections of newspapers to persuade 
individuals and pension funds to in- 
vest in the ‘tiger economies’ of South 
East Asia. The collapse will lead to 
a reduction in pension pay-outs and 
in income from such investments 
reducing the spending power of peo- 
ple in Britain - a component part of 
any recession.

Directors Against 
Single Currency 


The Confederation of British Industry 
has regularly maintained that the ma- 
jority of British businesses are in fa- 
vour of a single currency. Yet the truth 
is very different. 

Firstly the CBI only represents the 
very largest companies in the U.K., 
many of whom are multinationals. 
Secondly ina poll carried out right at 
the end of 1997 the Institute of Direc- 
tors discovered that almost 70% of 
company directors are opposed to the 
single currency. 

Thirdly we have another poll by ven- 
ture capitalist 3i showing that only 
27% of small and medium sized firms 
are in favour of joining in the launch 
of the single currency. Lastly, but per- 
haps most importantly there is the Fed- 
eration of Small Businesses which has 
voted by more than 90% against the 
single currency.

France Reels Under 
Single Currency Pressure 


SINCE ITS ELECTION victory last 
June, the French Government has 
been keeping a ruthlessly tight rein 
on the budget in order to qualify for 
European economic and monetary 
union. 

The Socialist/Communist coalition 
of Lionel Jospin has been forced to 
break election promise after election 
promise in an effort to make sure the 
country meets the criteria laid down 
for entry into the single currency. 

France’s 3.1 million unemployed 
waited patiently for six months for 
the Government to implement its 
election pledge to ‘provide new re- 
lief for the long-term jobless’. At 
Christmas their representatives 
asked the Government for an end- 
of-year payment to ease their suffer- 
ing. When this was refused, the 
penny finally dropped amongst the 
country’s jobless that they were to 
be the sacrificial victims in France’s 
quest to join the single currency. 

Their response was instant and vio- 
lent. Throughout the country em- 
ployment offices were besieged, rail- 
way lines blocked, streets barricaded 
and some public service workers 
came out on strike in sympathy. 


Every French man and woman knew 
of the anguish felt by the unem- 
ployed, from the farmer in the coun- 
tryside to elite Paris society. The lat- 
ter were rudely disturbed from their 
usual routine when celebrity restau- 
rant Fouquets was occupied by a job- 
less demonstration over Christmas. 
Normal service was only resumed 
when the restaurant agreed to pro- 
vide 40 meals for demonstrators oc- 
cupying a nearby welfare centre. The 
five star Royal Monceau Hotel on 
the Champs Elysee was also occu- 
pied. A desperate hotel manager of- 
fered the demonstrators £1,000 to 
leave but they refused to be bought 
off and the occupation was finally 
broken up by the police but only af- 
ter huge disruption. The dole queues 
in France have been lengthening 
without respite for the last 20 years. 

Under the French welfare system, 
the longer people are unemployed 
the lower their benefits and the 
harder it becomes to get a job. The 
hopelessness and despair of being 
unemployed in France means that 
the jobless have nothing to lose by 
taking their demonstrations on to the 
streets. 





While in Britain demonstrations 
have little or no effect on Govern- 
ment policy, in France their history 
is somewhat different. 

Professor of Economics at the 
Sorbonne, Christian de Boissieu 
warns; “In France, the most uncon- 
trollable protests are the ones that 
start from the bottom. That is where 
itis most dangerous. When society’s 
sacrificial victims are in open revolt 
that is when the Government shakes 
in its shoes”. 

But there is little evidence that 
Jospin’s Socialist/Communist coali- 
tion is going to change. They are 
pushing ahead with deregulation in 
the labour market, reduction of big 
business taxes, and the ending of 
some state support for public serv- 
ices. France’s conservative opposi- 
tion, while wringing their hands at 
the violence, backs the austerity 
measures and follow Jospin’s line: 
‘European economic and monetary 
union - whatever the cost’. 

In France only the FN of Jean 
Marie le Pen stands against the on- 
ward rush to the European super 
state. In the regional elections this 
March they may reap the benefit of 
the Government’s betrayal.

For the first time almost all of the 
proper anti-E.U. groups were repre- 
sented. There were members of the 
Freedom Association, Conservatives 
Against a Federal Europe, members 
and former members of U.K.I.P., the 
Britain Out movement was well rep- 
resented, even C.I.B. managed to 
awake from its customary lethargy 
and was represented by two members 
of its Executive Council. 

The demonstration was orderly, 
colourful, varied and very good na- 
tured. A steady banter was kept up 
with individual police officers, while 
boos were largely reserved for the 
British politicians, or Quislings, as 
they were rapidly dubbed who were 
turning up for this ceremony of be- 
trayal. Passers by were broadly sym- 
pathetic and many were more than 
happy to accept leaflets. The Na- 
tional Democrats alone were able to 
get out over | ,000 leaflets during the 
event. 

Although the early evening was 
quite chilly the activity warmed up 
when the Mercedes of Helmut Kohl 
was spotted in the distance. A spe- 
cial reception had been arranged for 
this moment and, for the first time 
for many years, the sounds of an air 
raid warning siren were heard echo- 
ing around the streets of central Lon- 
don, only yards away from where the 
first bomb fell during the second 
world war. 

This special reception was warmly 
greeted as appropriate by the dem- 
onstrators and was the result of a 
truly combined effort. The original 
idea came from John Gouriet of the 
Freedom Association, the cassette 
tape was provided by Roy Fairs of 
This England magazine, the co-or- 
dination was provided by Bob Lomas 
of the Britain Out! organisation while 
the extremely loud and effective 
loudspeaker system was supplied by 
the National Democrats. 

During the earlier part of the dem- 
onstration this speaker system had 
been used effectively to ensure that 
the guests, even those comfortably 
esconced within the Guildhall, were 
aware of the opposition outside. 
Alongside slogans of “Britain Out!” 
and “Union Jack Forever, Euro rag 
Never!” was the occasional interjec- 
tion of some blunt slogans in Ger- 
man delivered by Rodney Atkinson 
of the Conservatives Against a Fed- 
eral Europe. 

All in all an excellent evening, 
showing what might be achieved if 
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UKIP Troubles 


The demise of UKIP seems to be 
continuing as problems pile on 
problems. It has now been re- 
vealed that before deserting the 
ship Alan Sked spent 70% of the 
party’s liquid cash reserves on le- 
gal advice presumably concerning 
the expulsion of the New Alliance 
members - not exactly a positive 
use of funds, but one that would 
fit in with our previous suggestion 
of a rather shabby deal with some 
Tories. 

However that is now in the past, 
but more recently we have discov- 
ered that out of fifteen members 
of the Executive which was 
elected in September, six of them 
had resigned before the meeting 
of the Executive in November. If 
this is the situation at the top then 
amongst ordinary members it is 
presumably even worse. 

The future seems far from bright 
as the most pressing question now 
seems to be, not gearing up for 
local elections, nor running any 
major anti-single currency cam- 
paigns, but the contest for the lead- 
ership. As one UKIP member put 
it: “It is rapidly becoming a fight 
for the captaincy of the Titanic.” 

The four candidates are Bernard 
Collignon from Surrey, Michael 
Holmes from Hampshire, Craig 
MackKinlay from Kent and Gerald 
Roberts from London. This again 
emphasises the increasing concen- 
tration in the South East with very 
little elsewhere in the country. 

Front runner seems to be 
Michael Holmes, at least partly 
because some members are hop- 
ing that he will bail the party out 
of its financial problems. 

His political background is 
rather varied. He admits to voting 
for the pro-European Liberal Party 
in both 1974 general elections, 
then he returned to the Tories for 
five years, but by 1981 he was 
back again standing for the Liber- 
als.in local elections. 

In his leadership election leaflet 
Michael Holmes states that he be- 
lieves a new name is needed and 
so he is proposing a consultation 
exercise on this. 

As if this isn’t enough to ensure 
that members and officials are 
spending most of their time on in-

While in Britain demonstrations 
have little or no effect on Govern- 
ment policy, in France their history 
is somewhat different. 

Professor of Economics at the 
Sorbonne, Christian de Boissieu 
warns: “In France, the most uncon- 
trollable protests are the ones that 
start from the bottom. That is where 
itis most dangerous. When society’s 
sacrificial victims are in open revolt 
that is when the Government shakes 
in its shoes”. 

But there is little evidence that 
Jospin’s Socialist/Communist coali- 
tion is going to change. They are 
pushing ahead with deregulation in 
the labour market, reduction of big 
business taxes, and the ending of 
some state support for public serv- 
ices. France’s conservative opposi- 
tion, while wringing their hands at 
the violence, backs the austerity 
measures and follow Jospin’s line: 
‘European economic and monetary 
union - whatever the cost’. 

In France only the FN of Jean 
Marie le Pen stands against the on- 
ward rush to the European super 
state. In the regional elections this 
March they may reap the benefit of 
the Government’s betrayal.

JACK STRAW , the Home Secre- 
tary wrote to two campaigners 
against paedophiles at the beginning 
of December. The main concern of 
the campaigners was the release of 
convicted paedophiles back into the 
community where they might com- 
mit further crimes against children. 

Jack Straw’s letter is a masterpiece 
of waffle, appeasement, avoidance 
of the issues, half measures, ineffec- 
tiveness and political gobbledegook. 

On the question of the sentencing 
of convicted paedophiles: 

“On the matter of sentencing, 
within the broad statutory limits 
set by Parliament sentences in 
individual cases are a mater(sic) 
for the courts. Severe penalties 
are available for sexual offences. 
Life imprisonment is the maxi- 
mum penalty for rape, attempted 
rape, buggery with a child under 
16 and unlawful sexual inter- 
course with a girl under 13. Inde- 
cent assault carries a maximum 
penalty of ten years imprison- 
ment and the Government has 
recently increased the maximum 
penalty for indecent conduct to- 
wards a young child from two to 
ten years.” 

The tone may be stern, but the facts 
are not.

lan: What prompted you to get ‘Peo- 
ple Power’ off the ground? 

Gill: It was the abduction and murder 
of Daniel Handley in 1995 and the 
trial of Morse and Tyler in May 
1996, Initially it was a petition which 
we circulated around amongst fam- 
ily and friends and then the local 





paper “The Yellow Advertiser’ gave 
us a write up and people started get- 
ting in touch for copies of the peti- 
tion forms. 

lan: So what happened with the peti- 
tion? 

Gill: We had over 300,000 signatures 
nationwide and on the 19th Septem- 
ber 1997 we handed it in to Tony 
Blair. 

lan: What happened then? 

Gill: We put a letter in with the peti- 
tion to Tony Blair asking him to an- 
swer it himself, after all he was voted 
in by the people and we wanted to 


know what the Prime Minister him- 
self thought about this. But he didn’t 
reply but he passed it over to the 
Home Office. We then got a three 
page letter back from Jack Straw (see 
article on page 4) saying what pro- 
posals he was making and what he 
intended to do. 

Cathy: What he really says is what 
he is doing, but they are only things 
that we have already got anyway but 
he has just re-worded it in another 
way which makes it seem as if he is 
doing something if you don’t look 
into the letter. He makes things 


sound new, but they’re not. 

Gill: Basically we don’t want to see 
this written down, what we want is 
action. We can all write things down 
on paper and say this is our inten- 
tion. 

lan: And what do you want? 

Gill: First of all we want tougher

Gill: When these people are in prison 
as soon as they have offended they 
are mollycoddled, “Oh dear, what 
can we do for you”, “Do you want 
counselling?” The prison authorities 
put them in a prison cell with the likes 
of their own, now the two men that 
killed Daniel Handley actually met 
in prison, they both had a string of 
convictions, for sexual offences go- 
ing back years, they were both on a 
police register, they were allowed to 
have a sexual relationship with one 
another and they were allowed pho- 
tographs of young children on the 
prison walls, they were allowed to 
have Mothercare catalogues sent to 
them, they were even allowed to sit 
together with their own little group 
with the manuscripts of the court so 
that they can all experience sexual 
arousal from what each of them did 
to these children. 

When it comes to visitors, nine 
times out of ten it is their own kind 
that visit them so that if they were 
stalking a particular child before they 
were arrested, that information can 
then be passed to someone on the 
outside who can then carry on with 
it.

what the people wanted. We were 
then told it was a possibility that we 
would be upsetting the Gay commu- 
nity by using the word ‘pervert’, so 
we wrote to a Gay organisation tell- 
ing them that under no circum- 
stances was this a vendetta against 
them and the word pervert simply 
referred to the people who abused 
children. 

We bombarded our own local au- 
thority and M.P.’s but they wouldn’t 
even recognise what we are doing. 
lan: has there been any action since 
handing in the petition? What about 
this register of paedophiles? 

Gill: They had the register before, it 
has just been highlighted, the kill- 
ers of Daniel Handley were on a 
police register and the police admit- 
ted in court that they didn’t even 
bother to look on the register. 

lan: So, under your proposals, the 
killers of Daniel Handley wouldn’t 
even have been out in the first place. 
Cathy: They had offended once, been 
imprisoned and then offended again 
so under our proposals they would 
never have been let out and Daniel 
Handley would have been alive to- 
day. 

lan: What about the future?

Adverts in 
Schools may

More and more schools are ac- 
cepting the introduction of glossy 
advertisements on their walls in 
place of the more traditional pic- 
tures, poems, etc. created by 
school children. In desperation for 
money that is needed, often just 
to maintain the fabric of the school 
they are accepting payments from 
a number of commercial advertis- 
ers. 

However figures from the gov- 
ernment-backed Basic Skills 
Agency question whether adver- 
tisers are getting good value for 
their money.

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The Destruction of West Sussex 





THE COASTAL TOWNS and vil- 
lages of West Sussex were amongst 
the most picturesque that Britain had 
to offer in the mid-1960’s. All were 
surrounded by fields and woodlands, 
with the shops just a stone’s throw 
from beaches boarded by pine trees. 

In 1967 I took part in a school out- 
ing on bicycles from Shoreham to 
Littlehampton. It was a glorious 
day’s ride through Lancing, Wor- 
thing, Goring, Ferring, East Preston 
and Rustington. As we passed in and 
out of the town boundaries we were 
met by superb countryside and the 
freshest air imaginable and, although 
there was other traffic on the road, 
no exhaust fumes could compete 
with the power of the country smells 
of rural England. 

Thirty years on things are much 
changed. From Shoreham to 
Littlehampton now is just one great 
urban sprawl. The green fields and 


woodland are gone, replaced by 
huge estates of new housing, facto- 
ries and shopping parades. From 
Bognor Regis in the West to 
Brighton in the East, the Sussex 
coastal towns are separate in name 
only. One town runs into another 
with the ‘out of town’ factory sites 
the only barrier between each con- 
urbation. The roads that run through 
this urban jungle are congested with 
traffic belching out such suffocating 
fumes that if there was a cycle out- 
ing from Shoreham to Littlehampton 
today, those taking part would prob- 
ably need hospital treatment after- 
wards. 

What a change in thirty years! And 
if you think things are bad now, then 
you had better sit down, because 
they are going to get much worse, 

Deputy Prime Minister, John 
Prescott, has decreed that West Sus- 
sex County Council must build 





50,700 new homes in the next 12 
years. It’s part of a larger Govern- 
ment plan that will see 4.4 million 
new houses built in the British coun- 
tryside by 2016. 

South Eastern England is one of 
the most densely populated areas in 
Europe. More houses mean more 
roads to accommodate more cars. 
What countryside is left will soon 
disappear under concrete and the 
quality of life of those families 
squashed together will suffer accord- 
ingly. 

West Sussex, to meet Government 
housing plans, will have to build the 
equivalent of three new towns within 
the county’s green belt. Three new 
towns accommodating up to 30,000 
new residents each with all the 
strains and stresses such an influx 


will put local services under. 
If more homes are needed, then 


they should be built in areas that re- 


re ats 


quire regeneration such as Scotland, 
Wales, East Anglia and Cumbria. 
Emphasis must be put on renovation 
of existing quality property rather 
than building new. 

The National Democrats would ar- 
gue that if ‘the family’ was officially 
encouraged instead of being deni- 
grated so that there were less single 
people and lone parents requiring 
separate homes, if all immigration 
was halted and if illegal immigrants 
no longer held virtual immunity 
from expulsion, then such homes 
would not be needed in the first 
place. 

The time has come to call a stop to 
any further development of South 
Eastern England in particular, and an 
erosion of the green belt in general.

Violence Spreads Across our Schools 


SECONDARY SCHOOLS in Brit- 
ain’s urban areas are becoming in- 
creasingly more dangerous environ- 
ments for both teachers and pupils. 
The emergence of an American style, 
gang-driven sub-culture within city 
schools has left teachers ever-fear- 
ful of physical attack and has fun- 
damentally undermined the confi- 





dence of parents in the ability of the 
state education system to secure the 
safety of their children while in its 
care. 

Patricia Jaffe, head teacher of 
Kidbrooke School in London, re- 
cently summed up the prevailing 
culture within urban schools: “There 
is an atmosphere of fear wh'74 is 


really palpable around the chi.uren, 
who are young and extremely 
vulnerable....in twenty years of 
teaching I have never seen this kind 
of fear”. 

Mrs Jaffe’s comments were made 
during a pre-trial hearing in the case 
of Nathan Brown, a fifteen year old 
boy later convicted for the brutal 
murder of Carl Rickard, only four- 
teen years old. Brown claimed to be 
a member of the ‘14K Triad gang’ 
and led a section known as the 
“Golden Snakes’ at his school, Tho- 
mas Tallis School, in South East 
London. He and other members of 
the gang had planned in detail the 
attack on their victim which took 
place just outside the gates of 
Kidbrooke School. Carl Rickard was 
viciously punched and kicked by the 
eight strong gang until their ‘leader’, 
nathan Brown, drew out a 17-inch 
machete and brought it down heay- 
ily on the boy’s skull. Carl died two
